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NEWS OR NOT 


A few hours after the running of the 
Californian Stakes patrol films of the event 
were shown to newsmen and some horse- 
men who hadn't been able to believe their 
eves. Had Willie Shoemaker really gone to 
sleep on Swaps? Among those who looked 
on was Giles E. Wright. who quickly sent 
The Blood-Horse a description of what he 
had seen. 

“Shoemaker looked around first at the 
eighth-pole. and. with about a 3-length 
lead. went back to his hand-ride and 
easing Swaps a little. Just as he looked 
back to the front, Porterhouse began his 
big move. When Shoe looked around the 
second time. Porterhouse’s head already 
was nodding alongside Swaps’ quarters, 
and Shoe went to work in a hurry. We 
counted 7 whip lashes before the wire. 
‘and | believe it was about the sixteenth- 
pole that Shoe had looked back the second 
time. possibly a little past it. A few jumps 
past the wire Shoe flung his left hand up 
at his side, whether to toss away his whip 
—although he was using a_ right-handed 
whip in the stretech—or for some other rea- 
son. couldn't be sure.” 

Wright wrote that one horseman. before 
he saw the film, had guessed “that Swaps 
was shortening stride from tiredness in 
the last sixteenth.” but atier seeing the 
film run through several times. some in 
slow motion, “did not 
tention later.”

“To me it appeared Swaps was moving 
back into full flight with all his power. 
and [I heard no one else offer any other 
view.” said Wright. “Everyone accepted 
it as fact that Swaps would have won eas- 
ily. if Shoe had just let him run to the 
wire as he wanted to.”

This 
was Calumet’s fourth Black Eyed Susan 
in 12 years. Princess Turia’s half-sister. 
Real Delight. by Bull Lea. won in 1952. 
Wistful (1949) and Twilight Tear (1944) 
carried the devil-red-and-blue to victory 
when the 3-year-old filly classic was known 


as the Pimlico Oaks. 
Whistle-Stop Campaigning 


Of the $94.022 bet in the feature. $69.- 
808 was on the Calumet entry, which re- 
turned the minimum legal payoff of 10 
cents on the dollar. The victory was the 
third straight stakes success for Princess 
Turia. Her 2 earlier wins were a dead- 
heat with stablemate Beyond in the Acorn. 
and a narrow success over Doubledogdare 
in the Kentucky Oaks. The winner's 
share of the $24.700 gross purse was $15.- 
500. 

The Black Eyed Susan was jockey Bill 
Hartack’s 11th 1956 stakes win and 3 of 
these were $100.000 races. Last season. 
when he was the nation’s leading rider 
with 417 winners. Hartack had 12 stakes 
successes, 

Because the Calumet forces are deploy- 
ed at stations all along the road from 
Kentucky to New York. Jimmy Jones’ 
schedule is tighter than a dead-heat. but 
the whistle-stop campaign is paying off,

In less than a month’s time Calumet has 
won stakes in Kentucky, Maryland, New 
Jersey. and New York. 

On the rainy afternoon that Princess 
Turia and Beyond ran 1-2 in the Black 
Eyed Susan. Tollesboro won an allowance 
race at Delaware Park. Two weeks earlier, 
while Fabius was winning the Preakness 
at Pimlico. the fillies were dead-heating 
in Belmont’s Acorn, and Trentonian was 
scoring in an overnight race at Garden 
State. 


Born a Cripple 


Before shuttling back to Delaware. 
Jones paused to catch his breath and do 
a little briefing on his Calumet fillies. 

“Look there.” he said. pointing a finger 
as the cooling-out Princess Turia rounded 
the corner of the shedrow. “see how she 
toes way in with that crooked left front 
foot. She was born a cripple; didn’t 
think she ever would race. Even after 
she was broken I didn’t see how she could 
stand. but we kept working on her by 
corrective shoeing. Even now her foot 
has to be trimmed and shod as often as 
it will stand the nails. Two or 3 times she 
looked like she might make it. but the 
strain on her ankles was too great and we 
had to ease off. That's why she was so 
long getting to the races and why she 
only started twice last year. 

Asked how he would rate Princess Turia 
among the many fine fillies Calumet has 
produced, Jones preferred to withhold 
judgment until he sees how she does in 
handicaps. but intimated he was pleased 
as Punch with the fine job she was doing 
with her off-center equipment. Her train- 
er described Princess Turia as “one of the 
most beautiful fillies we've ever raised.” 
She was named for “a friend of Mrs. 
Markey’s in Europe.” 

Jones was not overly concerned with 
the fact that Beyond had bled after work- 
ing a half-mile in :4815 while tuning up 
for the Black Eyed Susan. 

“She had done it 2 or 3 times previously. 
but it’s not chronic. We turned right 
around and worked her three-quarters 
(1:15. handily) the next day and she was 
all right. and she came out of this race 
clean. 

“If she were a bleeder she would have 
bled on a soggy wet day like today... . 
There are many reasons why a_ horse 
bleeds. but I think Beyond’s trouble is

she fills up over a period of 2 or 3 days. 
I've found that if she’s empty she doesn’t 
have any trouble.” 

Both fillies. now heading for the Coach- 


ing Club American Oaks. are getting 
diathermy treatments. Their trainer 


suspects that Beyond is a bit rheumatic 
through the shoulders. and that Princess 
Turia’s back is a little tight. 

Of Calumet’s 2-vear-olds now at Keene- 
land being readied for the Chicago season, 
Jones said they were a grand-looking lot— 
but slow in developing. Asked if he had 
any preference. he named 3 Bull Lea 
colts: General Duke (Wistful), Iron Liege 
(Iron Maiden). and Simon Kenton (Near 
Miss). 


Costly Suecess 


Chevation’s Memorial Day victory in a 
thrilling Dixie Handicap renewal was hard 
earned. and it was costly. He came back 
lame in his right front foot. 

The performance of the Foxcatcher 
Farm runner was considerably better than 
it appears on paper. Jockey Chris Rogers, 
astride the *Alibhai horse for the first 
time, sent his mount up on the hedge to 
engage the leaders at the club house turn, 
was shut off. moved outside. and. in a 
strong drive. got up in the final stride. 

Beaten a nose for first money of $21,- 
000 was the 54! shot *Akbar Khan, 
from Tom Waller’s well stocked barn. 
Waller sent out stakes horses on 3 fronts 
for 3 different owners that day. His score: 
1 win and 2 near-misses. Mrs. Edward E. 
Robbins’ Midafternoon won the Metropoli- 
tan Handicap at Belmont. beating Nashua: 
Cockfield Stable’s *Akbar Khan lost the 
Dixie by a nose; and W. Ewing’s Alibhai 
Lashes bowed by a neck decision in the 
Brandywine Stakes at Delaware Park. 


Downward Trends 


The 73-day spring racing season in 


Maryland was the longest in history. per- 
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haps a trifle too long. As it wore on 
some of its appeal wore off. Bowie got 
first crack at the customers and. although 
it operated the “only game in town.” the 
33-day session was completed with an al- 
most neglible increase in attendance and a 
4 per cent deficit in play. 

The downward trend at Laurel. which 
followed. was even more pronounced: 
crowds were off 1 per cent. wagering 6 
per cent. Pimlico’s attendance averaged 
10.841. to slip 1145 per cent below last 
spring. The daily average pool of $817.- 
206 represented a decline of 12.7 per cent. 
Last spring the Maryland Jockey Club 
operated for 18 afternoons. This year 23 
programs were offered. 

Severe spring weather was blamed for 
the dip in Bowie’s figures. Laurel and 
Pimlico can attribute their diminished 
returns to any number of causes: the new 
Maryland law increasing the take from 10 
to 12 per cent, the lengthened season. 
opposition from Garden State and Dela- 
ware Park. conflicting dates with Rose- 
croft Raceway. a tightening economy. and 
—well. there’s always the weather.

NEW YORK 


Midafternoon's Day 


New York. At 5:03 p. m. on Me- 
morial Day the 7-horse field for the 63rd 
running of Belmont Park’s Metropolitan 
Handicap broke from the starting gate. 
One minute and 35 seconds later trainer 
Tom Waller had the first leg on a cross- 
country parlay that came within inches of 
hitting. Three minutes after Mrs. Edward 
Robbins’ Midafternoon had scored his up- 
set in the Metropolitan. the field for 
Pimlico’s Dixie Handicap was sent off. 
and the Waller-trained *Akbar Khan came 
within the margin of Chevation’s nose of 
winning it. At 5:19 Delaware sent off 


the Kent Stakes. and Alibhai Lashes, 


trained by Waller for William Ewing, 


came within a neck of Skipper Bill. The 
3-horse parley had run out—but the big 
one got home. 

The desire to see Nashua became over 
powering for many of the crowd of 51. 
389 when the race before the Metropolitan 
was on the track. Disregarding the sixth 
event on the card, a great crowd flocked 
to the paddock and lined the tree-shaded 
walking ring for a glimpse of the horse, 
The saddling stalls also were packed. 
Even before the horse was walked over 
from the receiving barn, his route was 
defined by lines of spectators. 

Kindly, 81-year-old) Jim Fitzsimmons 
stood in the patrol judge’s shack and 
marveled at those coming to see his charge. 
“They all like him, it seems, and they all 
want to see him. That’s very nice. It’s 
a shame they had to get rained on earlier. 
That could spoil the whole day. Well. 
maybe seeing this horse will make it a 
little better.” 

Fitzsimmons was joined by trainer 
Hirsch Jacobs. who was waiting for Joe 
Jones to come over. Jacobs asked about 
the older man’s health, and Mr. Fitz 
replied. “If he feels as good as I do he 
should walk in.” 

Jacobs replied. “I certainly hope my 
fellow feels better than I do. I've been 
sick for a week and still can’t get around 
too well. But you know, Mr. Fitz. my 
horse really isn’t a real good horse. Just 
a solid. steady performer. Keeps in the 
You know, real good but not 
extra good.” 

Mr. Fitz saw nothing to cry about in 
Joe Jones. “Well, Jakey. when you don't 
want him any more, send him over to me. 
There'll always be a stall for him in my 
barn.” 

When the big crowd had seen the field 
in the paddock. the horses paraded te 
applause before the stands. then wheeled 


money. 
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back and went to the gate. where no time 
was lost in getting them on their journey. 
Find was the first to assume a lead. but 
early in the straight run down the back- 
stretch Nashua was able to slip inside of 
Mr. Turf and go to the front. 


Nashua’s first quarter was done in 
:224~. Running under 130 pounds, he led 


through the best part of the next quarter. 
It was Mr. Turf’s lead. however. at the 
end of the half-mile in :4515. Artismo had 
edged up along the rail and was in conten- 
tion beside Nashua. Here Eric Guerin 
decided to play the waiting game. and 
dropped Find rather sharply out of conten- 
tion. Joe Jones rushed up into the place 
on Nashua’s right flank. and these 3 went 
into Belmont’s turn in this manner. follow- 
ing Mr. Turf. which was 15 feet off the 
rail. 

Now things began to happen in rapid 
order. Nashua, in the middle of the turn. 
seemed to drop out of his closely grouped 
company just as Find started his long run. 
Switch On and Midafternoon. trailing the 
field for the first half-mile. were starting’ 
their moves. 


Drama at the Finish 


For a moment before the horses hit 
the head of the stretch Nashua had 
dropped far enough out of it to be last. 
Find was on top now. having cireled Joe 
Jones. and Switch On was coming fast on 
the outside. Artismo gamely held on in- 
side of Mr. Turf. while Joe Jones was on 
the other side of the tiring pacemaker. 
Nashua and Midafternoon were a length 
back of these 5 with no apparent place to 
£0. 

Suddenly the front-runners drifted apart. 
Artismo came off the rail, and Nashua 
started another rally. Midafternoon found 
room by drifting out far enough to get 
around the field, only to find Switch On 
Here Boland made the 
big decision of going between Switch On 
and Joe Jones—and it paid off. Room 
opened up and Boland was_ through. 
Boland had saved enough ground to get 
past Find and the leading Switch On in 
the final few desperate pushes. The time 
of 1:35 was as fast as the race ever had 
been run. 


edging out. too. 


All of the horses had had the lead at one 
time. but Boland made sure his mount 
had it at the crucial moment. It was 
Boland. you remember, who rode exactly 
the same type race to beat Nashua with 
High Gun in last year’s Sysonby. Maybe 
Mr. Fitz ought to ride Boland instead of 
trying to beat him. 

The Metropolitan was the first stakes 
win for Midafternoon, the only member of 
the field which had not scored in a stakes. 
The son of Billings had run up 3 straight 
Wins before the big one.

17 Sensational Hands 


Los ANGELEs. This is the season of the 
vear when the good 2-year-olds begin to 
put in an appearance. and the 2 most 
talked about so far are Lucky Mel and 
Prince Khaled. 

At this time. Lucky Mel is the more ex- 
perienced. but Prince Khaled is the more 
sensational. 

Prince Khaled made the first and only 
start of his career in a maiden race at 
Hollywood Park on Memorial Day. and 
just about stole the show from older 
horses in late-afternoon features. He won 
his race by 8 lengths. coasting through the 
5 furlongs in :5815. But it was the man- 
ner in which he did it. rather than the 
time. that was so impressive. 

In schooling trials, Prince Khaled had 
been coming out of the gate very slowly. 
It isn’t that he is fractious. or afraid of 
the gate. He simply does not break alert- 
ly. and in his race he came out of the gate 
at least 2 lengths behind his field. 

Johnny Longden alertly started looking 
around for some means of getting through 
the crowded field. when he spotted an 
opening along the rail. In a few strides, 
Prince Khaled roared through the hole. 
and by the time he reached the turn. he 
was on top by 2 lengths. From then on. 
the race was just a canter. Longden. who 
has a good clock in his head. estimates 
that Prince Khaled must have run that 
first quarter in :21] flat. 

Prince Khaled has size and looks to go 
along with his speed. According to veteran 


Tommy Taylor. who developed such horses 
as Victorian. Head Play, Can’t Wait, and 
Planetoid. Prince Khaled stands almost 17 
hands and weighs 1,100 pounds. Swaps, 
a 4-year-old. comes in at 1,170. 

The colt is so big that when Longden 
was being given a leg up in the paddock, 
he had to be lifted several feet off the 
ground before he could grab a hold of 
Prince Khaled’s mane. 

Like Swaps. Prince Khaled is a son of 
*Khaled. However, he is a bay, rather 
than a chestnut. and is out of Grey Miss, 
a daughter of Greylord, a son of *Mah- 
moud. He is owned by his breeders, Gen. 
and Mrs. W. W. Kratz, of Santa Barbara. 


The General’s Background 


General Kratz, who was born in Louis- 
ville and recalls that as a boy he and 
some friends managed to jump the fence 
at Churchill Downs to see the Kentucky 
Derby. bought Grey Miss from the late 
Walter Hoffman Jr. for $2.500. She start- 
ed once down the straightaway at Santa 
Anita Park and finished fourth. While 
blowing out for her next race, she chipped 
a sesamoid and was retired. 

Bred to With Regards, she produced a 
colt. Hasty Regards, which still is trying 
in maiden races at Caliente. She has a 
yearling colt by *Mehmander. by Nearco; 
a suckling filly by *Kings Abbey; and is 
in foal again to *Khaled. General Kratz 
also owns a *Mahmoud mare. Night Dress, 
which he bought from John de Blois Wack 
and which recently foaled to Sun Again at 
Dr. Eslie Asbury’s farm at Carlisle, Ky. 
She has been bred back to Revoked. 

General Kratz is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. During World War 
II. he was a colonel in command of a 
night fighter group of Black Widows, 
equipped with electronic gear that was 
tep-secret at the time. Squadrons from 
this group operated in all theatres, but 
they were particularly offensive in work 
over the Normandy beachhead and in pro- 
tecting B-29’s in China. The general now 
is president of the Electronic Products 
Corporation of Santa Barbara. 

Prince Khaled has the typically fine, 
masculine *Khaled head, a big forearm. 
generous. powerful hind quarters. There is 
nothing at all mean about the colt, but he 
likes to clown around and, because he is 
so powerful, Tommy Taylor has 2 men, 
instead of one, lead him to the receiving 
barn. 

He is being pointed for the Westchester, 
Haggin. and Starlet Stakes at Hollywood 
Park. so the chances are we will see him 
against Lucky Mel in the near future. 


The Inauspicious One 


George L. Lewis’ Lucky Mel’s racing 
debut was not nearly as sensational as 
Prince Khaled’s, but the chestnut son of 
Olympia has shown he possesses excellent 
speed. He began his career quite inaus- 
piciously last winter with 3 losses at Santa 
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Anita, then seemed to find himself at Tan- 
foran. where he twice equaled the 415- 
furlong track record of :53. He won the 
San Bruno Stakes before coming to Holly- 
wood Park, where he won his first outing 
easily in :58. So far. that is the fastest 
2-year-old time of the meeting. 

Trainer Bill Molter added 20 2-vear- 
olds to his racing stable this year. and 
he rates Lucky Mel as the fastest of the 
group. “He’s sensible colt.” Molter 
says. “and it looks to me like he’s going 
to go on.” His daddy was the favorite 
for the Kentucky Derby won by Ponder. 
His dam is *Royal Mink. by *Royal 
Charger, and the colt brought $27.500. 
second-highest price at the Del Mar sales 
last summer. 

George Lewis. a Los Angeles plastics 
manufacturer who makes Raindears (a 
plastic rain boot for women). also paid 
the top price of the sale when he went to 
$32.500 for Doshay, a *Khaled colt out of 
Marion Collins. 


Doshay has been slower in coming 
around, and has not yet made his racing 
debut. 


Sales Patrons 


The Lewises have been heavy bidders 
at recent yearling sales. In addition to 
Doshay and Lucky Mel. they went to $31.- 
000 at the 1954 Del Mar sales for Lucky 
G. L.. and last summer at Keeneland 
they got Joe Price for $26.000. They do 
most of their bidding on the advice of 
Molter. Several days before the sale. he 
saw Lucky Mel and was impressed with 
the colt’s looks. Molter. training a public 
stable. gave his estimate of Lucky Mel to 
all his patrons. and Mr. and Mrs. Travis 
Kerr. owners of Bobby Brocato. also bid 
on the colt. 

Ordinarily, it is supposed to be bad 
luck to name for relatives and 
friends, but the Lewises defy superstition. 
and their stable is certainly winning its 
share of races.

More Money for Stakes 


Hollywood Park last week announced 
purse increases for 4 stakes to be run at 
the track during the month of June. The 
Argonaut and Inglewood Handicaps each 
was raised from $25.000 to $50,000. the 
El Dorado Handicap was increased from 
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The Thoroughbred Club of America will 
sponsor a yearling-judging contest at noon, 
June 16. at Greentree Farm, Lexington. 
Nine colts and 9 fillies will be judged. 
Television will be available for those who 
wish to watch the Belmont Stakes. 


$25.000 to $35.000. and the Vanity Handi- 
cap was boosted from $30.000 to $35,000. 

The Argonaut. to be run June 9, and 
the Inglewood.

James D. Stewart. Hollywood general 
manager. said the reason for the increase 
was to up the total purse distribution to 
40 per cent of the track’s pari-mutuel 
take. He said the stakes increases would 
not mean a reduction in the number of 
$7.500 and $10,000 overnight purses 
which the track offers. 

Stewart estimated that the track would 
distribute approximately $3,450,000 
purses at its 55-day meeting. Last year 
Hollywood Park’s purses totaled $3.259.- 
000. a record distribution for a single race 
meeting.

The stewards also suspended Herman

OBITUARY 


Dr. William Caslick 


Dr. William Caslick. 54-year-old veter- 
inarian. died at Bourbon County Hospital. 
Paris. Ky.. on June 3. Dr. Caslick was 
kicked in the leg by a horse on May 17. 
but had been recovering satisfactorily 
until June 1. when he complained of se- 
vere pains in his chest. Death was caused 
by internal hemorrhages. 

Born in Deckerville. Mich.. Dr. Caslick 
was graduated from the Cornell Univer: 
sity School of Veterinary Medicine in 
1927. He was on the Cornell staff for a 
time after his graduation. then became 
veterinarian for the Borden Farms. a sub- 
sidiary of the Borden Corporation. 

In 1936 Dr. Caslick moved to Paris to 
enter practice with his brother. the late 
Dr. Edward Caslick. He remained there 
until 1941. when he became veterinarian 
for A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Farm. He 
resigned the Claiborne post a few years 
ago to enter private practice in the Paris 
area. At the time of his death he owned 
and operated an animal hospital in Paris. 
in addition to serving several Thorough- 
bred farms. 

Dr. Caslick was a member 
American Veterinary Medical  Associa- 
tion. the Kentucky Veterinary Medical 
Association. and the Bourbon County Zon- 
ing Board.

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IN CONCLUSION 


The Once-a-Week Plan 


Dear Lou: 


Last year you were trying to devise an innovation which 
would offer some relief from the boredom of watching, 
every half an hour, a field of selling platers going 6 furlongs. 
You came up with a plan that was imaginative and unique: 
once a week you would give over an entire racing program 
to 2-year-olds. You asked various writers what they thought 
of the plan, and they thought it was wonderful, all except 
me. Now I’m beginning to think you had something. 


In the course of objecting to further emphasis on 2-year- 
olds. | said something about distance racing offering the most 
challenging opportunity for a genuine addition to the Amer- 
ican Turf as a sport appealing to the masses. The suggestion 
probably appeared worthless, since nearly everybody as- 
sumes that distance racing is out of the question in the 
United States. We don’t have the horses for it, or the trainers. 
or the jockeys, or the inclination, according to the upholders 
of the dismal tradition from which you are seeking relief. 


The reasons for maintaining this tradition are composed 
of equal parts of inertia and hogwash. We have the horses. 
if we give them a chance. We have the trainers and jockeys. 
if we encourage them. All we are lacking is a racing secre- 
tary and a management, such as yours, bored enough with 
the present dull routine and vigorous enough to do something 
about it. 


Your idea of a full racing program given over to the 
same category of horses was a bold one, and I presume that 
you considered it to be feasible, or you wouldn’t have men- 
tioned it at all. By the same token, you must have considered 
it good management, or at the least an experiment worthy 
of being tried. 

An extension of your reasoning suggests that it might 
be feasible. provided the planning is done far enough in 
advance of a long meeting, to offer one full program of dis- 
tance racing every week. If you could do that, it would more 
than compensate for any emphasis upon a day of 2-year-old 
racing. By distance racing | mean contests of 114 to 2 
miles. with an average somewhere around 114 miles. Or you 
could say that the sum of the distance of any 2 races on the 
program would range between 214 and 31% miles. 

At first this notion would seem an absurd proposal to 
the average American horseman. If you could get him to 
give it a second thought, it might appear as a challenge. 
And if he pondered a little further, it would be considered 
an opportunity. You have sufficiently long meetings that. if 
you offered a full day of distance racing once a week. it 
would become worth while for a trainer to point horses of 
various classes for your meeting, particularly if you could 
offer 2 or 3 small stakes at distances between 145 and 2 
miles. 

Horsemen would recall some of the forgotten advantages 
of long races. There is less tendency toward unsoundness. 
because a hell-for-leather start is less important and_ be- 
cause the pace is slower; the winner should do his best 
running at the end, not in the first half-mile. Jockeys would 
gain—some of them for the first time—an appreciation of 
the importance of judging pace to conserve the energy of a 
There would be some notable mistaken 


horse. cases of 


judgment. but you would have a whole new set of herovs, 
human and equine. because speed alone is not enough for 
distance racing. which requires more courage on the part 
of the horse, more skill and intelligence on the part of the 
trainer and jockey. 


Your judgment on the wisdom of attempting such a plan 
is certainly more competent than mine, and if you disagree 
I won't argue the case. But I am convinced that the first 
track which succeeds in establishing a genuine and regular 
program of distance racing will have made the greatest 
contribution to American racing in many years. In order to 
be genuine it has to be regular; it is for that reason that 
your once-a-week idea appears especially pertinent. 


If you have any doubts about the opportunity in this 
field. I shall be glad to send you a complete list of the 
richest races in the country, arranged by distance. The list 
shows clearly that. even in the highest echelons of class. 
the stayer is virtually ignored. 


For instance. last year there were 46 races with an 
added value of $50.000 or more for 3-year-olds and up, and 
29 of these were concentrated within the extremely narrow 
range of 11, to 114 miles. Ten others were at less than 9 
furlongs. The 7 races at more than 114 miles were the Hia- 
leah Turf Handicap, Ladies Handicap, and Washington. 
D. C.. International. at 145 miles: the Sunset and Gallant 
Fox Handicaps. at 1%, miles; the San Juan Capistrano 
Handicap. at 1°4 miles; and the Jockey Club Gold Cup. at 
2 miles. 


In the 3-year-old division the exclusion of the stayer was 
even more pronounced. Of the 17 races with added money 
of $50.000 or more, 9 (including 5 of the 9 $100.000 races) 
were at distances of 8 and 9 furlongs. There were only 2 
races at distances greater than 114 miles—the Belmont 
Stakes and the Coaching Club American Oaks. both run at 
Belmont Park. 


There are so few top-class races at distances of more 
than 114 miles that very few horses are prepared for them. 
There are even fewer distance races. proportionately. for 
The lack of such contests is the result 
of inattention on the part of management—an_ inattention 
continued so long that it has resulted in a sort of atrophy. 
The only possible cure is a dependable. regular recurrence 
of opportunity to run horses of various classes at a distance. 
There’s the merit of your once-a-week deal. If you provide 
carefully for differences in class. a trainer would be able to 
approach the meeting confidently. for if his horse moved 
either upward or downward in class. there still would be 
opportunity for him to run. 


horses of lesser class. 


In other countries distance racing is taken for granted, 
just as 6-furlong sprints are taken for granted here. But in 
attempting to revive the sport of distance racing we cannot 
follow the example of countries where it is already a matter 
of routine. We need a bold plan such as you have suggested.

oT. SIMON 


One quickly exhausts his vocabulary of superlatives when 
describing a horse the stature of St. Simon. He probably 
was the best race horse and sire since Eclipse. He exerted 
a greater influence on subsquent pedigrees than any other 
horse of his century. Undefeated on the turf, St. Simon 
led the sire list for nine years, seven in a row, and led the 
broodmare sive list for six years. He was the first of a 
new and advanced type of race horse whose influence ex- 
tended far beyond his own land and time. 


Named after the Duc de Saint-Simon, French statesman 
and author of a “Memoir” of Louis XIV, St. Simon was bred 
by Prince Batthyany, who thought so little of the foal’s pedi- 
gree that he didn’t bother to enter him in the Derby and St. 
Leger. Prince Batthyvany fell dead at Newmarket, within a 
few fect of the Duke of Portland, about a half hour before 
Galliard won the 2,000 Guineas of 1883. At the dispersal of 
Batthyany lacing stock, the Duke of Portland sought to pur- 
chase a promising 3-year-old, Fulmen, for 4,500 gs., but when 
the colt went over his limit, the duke bid in his second choice, 
the 2-year-old St. Simon, for 1,600 gs. The Duke of Portland 
was relatively new to racing, his first winner coming in 1881; 
within nine years he was to become the world’s greatest 
owner; in 1889, he won his second Derby, 32 other races, and 
73,859 pounds, then and for a long time a record sum. 


St. Simon, in the capable hands of Mathew Dawson, ran five 
times at 2, won the Halnaker S. by six lengths; the following 
day a Maiden S. by a length; the Devonshire Nursery Plate 
ina canter by two lengths; and the Prince of Wales Nursery 
Plate by eight lengths. Then came his match with the Duke 
of Richmond. Trainer John Porter told his jockey to break 
in front and “cut the begear’s throat from the start.” Hear- 
ing of the instructions, Dawson told Archer, “You will be 
so good as to do the same, and IT have no doot, mon, you will

do it with success.”” When the flag fell, St. Simon broke 
off to a six-length lead after the first quarter, which ended 
the throat cutting, and then eased up to win by three-quarters 
of a length. 


At 3, St. Simon walked over in his first start for the Epsom 
Gold’ Cup, and bested the 6-year-old Tristan in a _ private 
trial; next he won the Ascot “Gold Cup by 20 lengths from 
Tristam, then at the top of his form — indeed, the following 
day he defeated Derby-winner Harvester in the Hardwicke S.; 
St. Simon then won the Newcastle Gold Cup by eight 
lengths; and in his final outing, won the 212-mile Goodwood 
Cup by 20 lengths, over Ossian, St. Leger winner of the year 
before. 


St. Simon’s fame at stud surpassed even that acquired on 
the turf. Leading sire for nine years, he got winners of 17 
classic races including Diamond Jubilee (Triple Crown win- 
ner), Persimmon (Derby, St. Leger), La Fleche (1,000 Gui- 
neas, Oaks, St. Leger), Memoir (Oaks, St. Leger), ete. It 
Was not surprising in 1904 when St. Simon and his sons 
occupied six places among the top 12 sires, nor the following 
year when they had seven of the top 13 places. Of his sons 
—sires of 25 classic winners — Persimmon led the sire list 
four times, St. Frusquin twice, Desmond once, and Chaucer 
while once second, led the broodmare sires twice, getting dams 
of Hyperion, Fairway, Pharos, *Sickle, “Pharamond II, ete. 


With 12 crops to race, St. Simon had an average earnings 
index of 5.53, the closest comparison being Bull Lea with 
5.21. His overall index from some 500 foals was 4.75; Man 
o’ War’s overall index was 2.48. St. Simon’s name is omni- 
present in the middle of pedigrees today; his tail-male line 
is one of the strongest in France through Prince Bio, sur- 
vives in England through Bois Roussel, Tehran, Prince 
Chevalier, and is extant in America through *Princequillo.
